Pubiic Health Work 
in A

Community 
support 
for 
the 
school nurse service is more than 
justified, judging by the reports 
subm itted bv' the present nurse, 
Mrs. Adele Pino. These show that 
preventive work is being done ef­ 
fectively among all of the children 
in all of the schools of A rling­ 
ton Heights. 
The work has been 
placed on a more satisfactory basis 
with the appropriation of public 
funds for that purpose. Contribu­ 
tions made by several organiza­ 
tions in the community can thus be 
used for the purchase of badly 
needed supplies. 
The work of Mrs. Bino is under 
the 
supervision 
of 
the 
Public 
Health Committee appointed 
b.v 
Mayor Flentie. 
This committee 
was organized under the capable 
direction of Mrs. V. A. Sturm , 
chairm an. 
Mrs. Sturm , after g et­ 
ting the committee grouped into 
necessary 
sub-committees 
and 
functioning effectively, was unable 
to continue her work and uttered 
her resignation. 
This was reluct­ 
antly accepted by the committee. 
Mrs. P. F. Carroll was 
chosen 
chairm an to succeed Mrs. Sturm 
who continues as a member of the 
committee. 
A rthur McElhose wao 
elected secretary and treasurer 
Sub-committees 
of 
the _ public 
health committee are: 
Finance, 
Mrs. IL A. N oyes, Mrs. K. L. 
Russe, Mrs. Paul Carroll; Supplies, 
Mrs. Rex Volz, Mrs. Chas.

Fitzpatrick; Baby clinic, Miss M ar­ 
cia Ruth M artens; Preparation oi 
By-laws, Miss Irene Russell; Pub­ 
licity, Mr. Raymond E. Hayes. 
At the meeting of the Public 
Health committee on April 25, a 
resolution was passed to define the 
duties of tile nurse. This resulted 
from the fact that some persons, 
able to provide ordinary care for 
invalids in their families, neverthe­ 
less have demanded the services of 
the school nurse, and in fact have 
declined to furnish such care even 
when the nurse did call and dem­ 
onstrate what needed to be done. 
The committee recognized that 
it was utterly unfair to ask the 
nurse, after she had completed a 
full day’s work, to devote her own 
time to such eases. 
I lie follow ing 
resolution was unanimously adopt­ 
ed. 
“ Resolved that it is the sense of 
the Public Health committee th at 
the duties of the 
public 
health 
nurse are to look after health work 
in the schools and after tuberculo­ 
sis work, to conduct health edu­ 
cation and to provide emergency 
nurse aid.” 
Reports of the nurse for the 
first three months of 1939 show 
the following work among school 
children: 
Physical inspections 675, Chil­ 
dren given care in school 
302, 
Home hygiene classes 12, Junior 
nurse classes 24, Children weighed 
and measured 511, Home calls 227. 
The physical health inspection 
in school by the nurse includes 
the inspection of a child’s vision, 
teeth, tonsils, scalp, skin, posture, 
and general conditions. 
The re­ 
cords show (first three months of 
1939): 
Vision inspections 707, defects 
45, corrections 43; Teeth inspec­ 
tions 634, defects 233, corrections 
224; 
Tonsil inspections 634, de­ 
fects 134, corrections 36. 
The Dental Clinic has been or­ 
ganized for those children who are 
not receiving dental care. 
It is 
being held regularly every Mon­ 
day. 
All dentists in the village 
have expressed their willingness to 
cooperate. Home calls are made to 
establish the eligibility of the chil­ 
dren. There is a small fee of 25c 


which makes up a fund to buy sup­ 
plies. The statistics show the need 
for this work. 
I he Infant W elfare clinic is held 
every second Tuesday of the month. 
Each doctor of the village takes 
charge of the clinic for a six- 
months period. Babies are weighed 
by the nurse. The dactor examines 
them and discusses with the m oth­ 
ers feeding 
problems and other 
m atters relating to the welfare of 
the children. 
With the help of the Educa­ 
tional departm ent of the Tuber­ 
culosis Institute of Chicago and 
Cook county, a T. B. educational 
program is being conducted in all 
the eighth grades in Cook county. 
"J he study was started in Arlington 
Heights in March. The aim of the 
campaign is to educate the young 
people to the necessity for tuber­ 
culosis tests and to the possibili­ 
ties of cures in early cases. W rit­ 
ten m aterials, talks, and moving 
pictures are used as study m ater­ 
ial. The nurse gave two talks be­ 
fore the eighth grades as a part 
of this program during March. 
I he nurse also makes regular 
visits to T. B. patients and con­ 
tacts. 
During March four contact 
cases were taken to the clinic in 
Des Plaines. 
Several public spirited groups 
in the community have contributed 
or promised money for the use of 
the public health committee. 
This 
is being used in cooperation with 
the nurse. Donations have already 
been received from 
the 
Junior 
Woman’s club, the American Le­ 
gion Auxiliary and the W oman’s 
club. 
I hose contributions, besides fu r­ 
nishing needed funds, are regarded 
as a m ost practical way of ex­ 
pressing belief in the need for 
health work in Arlington Heights.

The state milk regulation and 
licensing bills, H. B. 483, was un­ 
animously voted oui by the House 
Agriculture Committee at Spring­ 
field this week with favorable rec­ 
ommendation, according to infor­ 
mat on received by the Cook Coun­ 
ty Farm Bureau from the Illinois 
Agricultural Association. 
The vote of 20 to 0 came follow­ 
ing a three-hour hearing in which 
opponents of the bill were heard. 
The House of Representatives of 
the General Assembly will convene 
a Committee of the Whole on 
Thursday, May ll, when speakers 
for and against the bill will be 
heard. 
Milk producers who ate sponsor­ 
ing the bill point out that milk m ar­ 
keting boards, similar to that pro­ 
vided for in H. 11. 483, are operat­ 
ing successfully in Wisconsin and 
Indiana as well as in some of the 
eastern states. In Indiana and Wis­ 
consin producers are averaging a 
better net return for milk than in 
Illinois, yet consumers are paying 
somewhat loss. The answer is more 
economical cost distribution in the 
adjoining states.

Clover Winterkilling 


“A number of instances have 
come to our attention where farm ­ 
ers did not care for a red clover 
stand and expected to kill it last 
fall by heavy pasturing,” states 
Farm 
Adviser 
C. 
A. 
Hughes. 
“They were surprised to find this 
piece coming out good at this time 
of year and the one left alone to 
grow, blossom, and fall down laige- 
jly dead. 
I 
“In these columns we pointed 
j out last fall that due to the good 
season, red clover was blossoming 
and would doubtless fail badly dur­ 
ing the winter. 
Red clover is a 
biennial 
growing 
normally 
one 
year, seeding and dying the second. 
However, some falls with rains and 
late seasons, it grows and blossoms 
the first year. and often dies in 
the winter. The remedy is to pas­ 
ture red clover, or clip it down be­ 
fore blossoming in the fall, thereby 
insuring a better crop next spring.” 


At its April meeting last week 
the board of directors of the Il­ 
linois Agricultural Association out­ 
lined its position on a number of 
important bills before the General 
Assembly, as follows:

protect workers’ 
right to join or not to join a un­ 
ion, prevent public disturbance and 
disorder. 
BANG’S DISEASE CONTROL: 
Supported because it will pro­ 
tect Illinois against importing in­ 
fected cattle from 
across state 
lines, provides for voluntary test­ 
ing and 
indemnity 
payments to 
owners of cattle that react. 
RETAIL SALE'S: 
Opposed be­ 
cause it seeks to abolish “loss lead­ 
ers” 
and 
maintain 
retail 
sales 
prices. 
CHILD LABOR: Opposed to ex­ 
ploitation of child labor but against 
limiting employment in agriculture 
of boys IG to 18 years old to 8- 
hour day and 40-hour week. 
STATE POLICE: 
Opposed to 
increasing force from 350 to 500 
unless merit system rather than 
political appointment is initiated, 
unless state police are authorized 
to enforce all laws, not only traffic 
laws, and that police patrol high­ 
ways instead of engaging in other 
activities. 
FARM TRESPASS: 
Supported 
because it makes trespassers on 
farm property liable to fine and 
imprisonment where a “No Tres­ 
passing” sign is posted at entrance 
to farm or party is warned against 
trespassing. 
The board also voted to oppose 
legislation interfering with right 
of school board to discharge teach­ 
ers and employees, refused to sup­ 
port measure 
greatly increasing 
state appropriations for teachers 
pensions. Opposed bill making pos­ 
sible an annual vote on annexing a 
given piece of territory to com­ 
munity high school districts. 
An- 
nexers must wait two years undei 
present act before they can vote 
again to include a given area in 
the district. 
Favored change in 
assessment of nursery stock so that 
land and nursery stock may be as­ 
sessed as one unit same as any oth­ 
er crop, instead of assessing land 
and nursery stock separately as 
DOW’. 


Farmers Study Sales Tax 
In Randolph Street Market 


Agents Hurt Peddlers 
Who Sell Illegally 


“Anyone who sells to the final 
consumer, under the laws of the 
State of Illinois, is required to pay 
a sales tax.” This, in brief, was 
the statement made by Mr. W. J. 
Hudson to township committeemen 
at recent meetings held at tine Des 
Plaines Farm Supply Office, April 
20th, and the Cook County Farm 
Bureau office at Blue Island, April 
27th. 
The object of these meetings was 
to acquaint these committeemen 
with the provisions of the sales 
tax and to propose suggestions to 
the sales tax collectors as to how 
Randolph street situation 
might 
best be met. 
Pose As Producers 
Mr. Hudson stated that it was 
becoming clear to them that the 
laxity in enforcing the ordinance 
in Chicago with reference to the 
Randolph street market was caus­ 
ing nine-tenths of the farm er’s dif­ 
ficulties with the sales tax. 
Or­ 
dinarily farmers sell wholesale on 
this market and are, therefore, not 
subject to the tax. However, most 
of the peddlers are on the market 
illegally, sell retail and are subject 
to the tax but most of them pose 
as producers. 
For this reason 
farm ers are sometimes being ap­ 
prehended in an effort to enforce 
this law. 
Growing out of the meetings was 
the probable procedure of the sales 
tax people in that their field agents 
will probably be assigned regu­ 
larly to the Randolph street mai- 
ket so as to learn the personnel 
that comes to this market. 
It has 
been the practice of the office to 
shift its men so as to prevent an 
exposure to possible temptations 
that might arise in the collection 
of taxes. 
Those in the sales tax division 
are civil service employees and are 
not dependent on political appoint­ 
ment. 
Also it is probable 
that 
their operations will be more in­ 
tensive during the afternoons and 
at times when farmers are not on 
the market. 
When Farmers Are Liable 
“We w'ish to point out,” states 
Win. 
Rengel, 
chairman 
of 
the 


Farm Bureau Marketing Commit­ 
tee. 
“that fanners who are sub­ 
ject to the tax will wish to pay 
their sales tax . . . The only ques- 
i tion that we have is, when is a 
| farm er subject to the tax and when

j be warned that any sale that is 
. suspected of being a retail sale 
should not be made. 
1. In cases similar to this: 
The 
fanner should be registered with 
the Sales Tax Department at 105 
W. Madison street, Chicago, where 
a road-side sign is maintained for 
the sale of eggs and customers 
come regularly to the farm and 
buy eggs, milk, or other commod­ 
ities. 
However, where a fanner 
has a flock of chickens that may 
be small, and an occasional dozen 
of eggs is sold after an irregular 
fashion, we have what is called 
occasional sales and they need not 
be reported. 
The line is not clear 
and it is largely one of judgment 
rather than any rule that can be 
laid down. 
2. 
The sale of feed to be fed 
to live stock where the stock is 
marketed as 
fattened stock for 
slaughter or where live stock pro­ 
ducts are sold, as eggs or milk is 
not .subject to the tax. For instance 
corn sold to feed hogs is not sub­ 
ject to the tax. The tax is collect­ 
ed when the hogs are finally sold 
to the consumer as meat. An ex­ 
ception to this is the sale of seed. 
The logic of this ruling is not clear 
and it may be changed in time. 
3. Sales of feed such as hay to 
be fed to horses, is subject to the 
tax for the reasons given above. 
4. Occasional sales of farm im­ 
plements and like, such as a plow, 
fence posts, and second hand auto­ 
mobiles, are occasional 
and not 
subject to the tax. 
\\ here To Register 
Farmers making consumer sales 
more or less regularly, should reg­ 
ister with the Occupational Sales 
Tax Division, 105 West Madison 
street, Chicago. 
The method of registration is to 
pay 3% on a month’s returns. 
A 
number will be sent and forms on 
which to report sales will be mailed 
each month. 
It is necessary to 
mail this form back even though 
no retail sales are made. In this 
case, “No sales” would be marked 


The collection department of the 
Retail Occupational Tax makes it 
clear that their investigators are 
not operating on the theory that 
they wish to enforce tho law in 
a harsh fashion. 
When farm ers 
are questioned or sent slips, the 
purpose is not to cause the farm er 
a loss of time or embarrassment. 
Investigations must necessarily be 
carried on to prevent flagrant and 
widespread violations of this tax, 
but the procedure is educational 
rather than a harsh enforcement 
of the law. Farm ers who are ques­ 
tioned are requested to cooperate 
in making the best of the situa­ 
tion that they can. 
Relieves Property Tax 
“ It 
is 
not 
generally known,” 
states Farm Adviser C. A. Hughes, 
“that the Illinois Agricultural As­ 
sociation, in its lobby at Spring­ 
field, finally consented to support 
trie sales tax on conditions that 
property owners 
be relieved of 
that share of their taxes that goes 
for state purposes. 
This offset 
has largely recompensed farmers 
and property owners who bear a 
very heavy burden of taxes. 
The 
sales tax is productive of a large 
amount of revenue and, peculiar­ 
ly, it is not an expensive tax to 
collect. 
Next week we will discuss an in­ 
teresting point about the sales tax, 
growing out of the charge of an 
extra cent on each dollar’s worth 
of goods sold.

News From 
Springfield

The working session of the 
House began on Monday night 
and ended at noon on Thurs­ 
day. 
This 
represented 
the 
longest period of work for the 
House since the Gist Session 
opened in January and was 
probably due to the fact that 
many of the members were 
going to Urbana for the bi­ 
ennial visit of the legislature 
to the University of Illinois. 
Tile Senate had fewer work­ 
ing days but held a midnight 
session Tuesday night. 


About a third of the time in the 
House was consumed in argum ents 
over the $80,000 appropriation re­ 
quested by the Highway 
D epart­

Kurz had 
resigned his position a few* days 
ago but agreed to handle the work 
until his successor, who was not 
present, is established in the of­ 
fice. 
The Village of Wood Dale is for­ 
tunate in securing the legal serv­ 
ices of Henry Klein, Chicago a t­ 
torney, free of charge.

Owners of autos and trucks have 
often learned their lesson because 
they had failed to procure the prop­ 
er state licenses on time or had 
neglected to purchase city vehicle 
tag, but now it is the drivers of 
these cars that m ust “watch out | 
or the cops will get you.”
